DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 25-47, drawn to an apparatus for determining the heart rate of a fetus, 
including a processor which determines the heart rate of the mother. 

Group II, claim(s) 48-62, drawn to a method for determining the heart rate of the fetus, 
including positioning a detector in accordance with a determined position of the fetus. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

With respect to Group I (and independent claim 25), the prior art of reference 
(U.S. Patent No. 4,781,200 to Baker) teaches an apparatus for detecting the heart rate 
of a fetus (fetal monitoring system 20), including at least two electrodes positioned on 
the abdomen of the mother in use for detecting ECG signals (plurality of fetal monitoring 
sensors 35 may be ECG sensors; see col. 5, lines 1-5), a processor for receiving the 
signals received from each detector and determining the heart rate of the fetus (control 
unit 40; see col. 7, lines 20-35). Examiner thus considers the special technical feature 
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of claim 25 to be that the processor also includes means for determining the heart rate 
of the mother. 

With respect to claim Group II (and independent claim 48), the prior art of 
reference (U.S. Patent No. 4,781,200 to Baker) teaches a method of determining the 
heart rate of the fetus, including the steps of placing the ECG detector on the abdomen 
of the mother, monitoring the ECG signals for a predetermined amount of time, and 
processing the obtained ECG signals in order to determine the heart rate of the fetus. 
Examiner thus considers the special technical feature of claim 48 to be positioning the 
ECG detector in accordance with a determined position of the fetus. 

Since the two above-listed Groups do not share a special technical feature, 
restriction is proper. 

3. As to the time for making the present restriction requirement, Examiner notes 
that a restriction requirement is normally made before an action upon the merits. 
However, it may be made at any time before final action in the case at the discretion of 
the examiner (see MPEP Section 811). Although restriction was proper before the 
previous action upon the merits, Examiner did not make the restriction requirement at 
the time because the relatively short amount of claims did not impose a serious burden 
on the Examiner. However, in light of the amount of newly added claims, the restriction 
requirement is considered to be necessary in order to avoid a serious burden on the 
Examiner.
